The catalogue is not designed for general distribution, and the 
copies distributed by the Bureau will be sent only to the State col- 
leges and stations, libraries, certain regular exchanges, and to a limited 
number of specialists in medical and veterinary zoology. Libraries, 
zoologists, physicians, veterinarians, etc., not on our exchange list, 
but desiring the catalogue, can obtain it only by purchase or by ex- 
change through the Superintendent of Documents. 

This particular issue (pp. 1— ±6) is designated as Part I of the Bulletin 
mentioned. Other parts will be submitted for publication as rapidly 
as prepared. 

It is believed that this catalogue will prove of very great value to the 
persons interested in zoology in its practical relation to human and 
veterinary medicine and public hygiene.

INTRODUCTION. 

ORIGIN AND PURPOSE OF PRESENT PUBLICATION. 

The literature on various scientific subjects is increasing so rapidly 
that the specialist to-day is forced into the necessity of keeping a card 
index. In medical zoology the literature is so scattered that such a 
catalogue became imperative in connection with the work of this labo- 
ratory. Starting out with a few cards, it has increased to several 
hundred thousand references. It is divided into three sections — an 
author catalogue, a subject catalogue, and a host catalogue. 

A number of writers who have seen this card catalogue have urged 
its publication. Among these may be mentioned zoologists, physi- 
cians, and veterinarians at agricultural colleges, experiment stations, 
and universities, not only in America, but also colleagues who have 
called upon us from Europe, Asia, Africa, Australia, and New Zealand. 

It is partly in response to these repeated requests that this publica- 
tion has been undertaken, with a view to make at least certain portions 
of the index more generally accessible. A beginning is made with the 
author catalogue, which will be prepared as rapidly as other work will 
permit. The publication will necessarily be somewhat slow, as numer- 
ous citations copied from various authors must first be verified and 
completed. 

SUBJECTS COVERED BY THE CATALOGUE. 

It is not maintained that this is a complete catalogue of medical and 
veterinary zoology; it is simply the working index which has been 
prepared for our own convenience, and very naturally some groups 
are not so completely considered as others. The cestodes, trematodes, 
nematodes, and thorn-headed worms will be found more complete than 
the other groups (protozoa, sponges, poisonous and parasitic arthro- 
pods, and poisonous snakes). 

PLAN OF THE PRESENT PUBLICATION. 

It is planned to issue the present bibliography with continuous 
pagination as Bulletin No. 39 of this Bureau. An effort is being made 
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to verify as many of the references as possible. Names of authors 
will be arranged alphabetically and papers chronologically under 
authors. It is hoped that the subject catalogue will follow the authors. 

CORRECTION OF ERRORS. 

We shall consider ourselves under obligations to any user of the 
catalogue who will call our attention to errors and omissions. 

GENERAL REMARKS ON TITLES, ETC. 

Our experience in collecting the titles of articles on medical and 
veterinary zoology has brought very forcibly to our attention certain 
points in connection with publications, and these we shall be so bold 
as to lay before our colleagues for their consideration. 

Author's name. — Not infrequently an author signs an article in such 
a manner that it is practically impossible to know who wrote it. Thus 
we may find a title by "J. Smith." However well known "J. Smith" 
may be to his immediate associates, there are so many "J. Smiths" in 
the world that it is often impossible for the bibliographer to tell which 
"J. Smith" wrote the particular article in question. A still more 
unfortunate manner of signing articles is very common, particularly 
in Germany, and more especially in the veterinary journals. Thus we 
may find an article by "Schulze" or "Schmidt," or by "Schulze — 
Leipzig" or "Schmidt — Berlin." Perhaps the next article we find will 
be by "Schmidt — Leipzig" or by "Schulze — Berlin," and the bibliog- 
rapher is at a loss to know whether Herr Schmidt and Herr Schulze have 
exchanged residences or whether there are two more authors by these 
names. It is suggested and urged that authors write their names in 
full, or at least in not too abbreviated form, and with some tangible clew 
as to who and what they are, so that librarians, who may be totally 
ignorant of the reputation of the author or of the subject treated, 
may be able at least to keep one author's articles separate from those 
of another. As examples of what is recommended, the following 
are submitted: 

Henry Baldwin Ward, Ph. D., or Henry B. Ward, Ph. D., Professor of Zoology, 
University of Nebraska. 

Raphael Blanchard, M. D., Professeur d'histoire naturelle, £cole de Medecine, 
Paris. 

Richard Heymons, Ph. D., Privat-Docent, Zoologisches Institut, Berlin. 

These forms are much easier for the bibliographer than are the 
forms — 

H. B. Ward, Lincoln; R. Blanchard, Paris; R. Heymons, Berlin. 

While any helminthologist or entomologist conversant with modern 
literature in zoology would immediately recognize the names H. B. 
Ward, R. Blanchard, or R. Heymons, librarians may have difficulty

in recognizing these and others unless full names are given. While 
disapproving of the extremes to which some American authors go, 
especially some American physicians, in using their publications as an 
opportunity for giving a list of numerous hospitals at which the authors 
in question are attendant, we would respectfully submit that every 
author would show an appreciation of his duty toward bibliographers 
if he would give sufficient details as to who, where, and what he is, so 
that "J. Smith" of New York will not be confused with " J. Smith" 
of London, or " Muller— Berlin " with " Midler — Charlottenburg." 

Title of article. — The title of an article should be broader than the 
subject discussed rather than more restricted. It should be sufficiently 
long to show at a glance what is to be found in the article, yet not long 
enough to be considered a resume of the author's past, present, and 
future experiences with the subject at hand. 

The principal criticism to be passed on titles in general is that they 
are either too verbose, or too concise for anyone except a specialist to 
understand them. Probably the best series of titles to be found in any 
collection of zoological papers in the world is presented by the Proceed- 
ings of the United States National Museum. Titles of zoological or 
botanical papers printed in those proceedings are so clear and concise 
that they are intelligible, in most cases, even to persons who have never 
studied zoology or botany, or at least to a scientist who is not a spe- 
cialist in the group discussed. The average title found in scientific 
and medical journals, on the other hand, is intelligible to compara- 
tively few people, and even these are frequently not able to judge 
from the title what the article contains. As a result, many valuable 
articles are passed over unread by persons who are looking for just 
such material as they contain, while many an article is carefully but 
uselessly read in the hope of finding certain information, the reader 
being misled by the title. 

As an example of insufficient or misleading titles may be cited an 
important paper recently published by Prof. Max Braun. It bears 
the caption "Ueber Clinostom,wm." A better title would have been 
"Revision of the trematode genus Olinostomwm, with proposition 
of three new genera," or any other title which would give a defi- 
nite clue to its contents. Among German chemists, One of the favorite 
titles is "Ueber die Stickstofffrage," when an author could equally 
well give a more definite heading. 

Arrangement of the article. — Every author appears to have his own 
ideas in regard to the arrangement (or lack of arrangement) of. mate- 
rial. Certain authors are so systematic and careful in their headings 
and summary, that it is possible to obtain their salient points in a few 
minutes. Other authors seem to forget that every writer must neces- 
sarily have a much clearer view of his own ideas than that enjoyed 
by his readers. Accordingly, headings— both center heads and side 
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heads — are omitted; logical arrangement into paragraphs is ignored; 
and other methods (or rather lack of methods) are adopted, which result 
in doubling the mental effort expended by the reader, for he must not 
only grasp the subject, but also the author's presentation of it. As 
striking exceptions to writers in general may be mentioned pupils of 
Prof. E. L. Mark, of Harvard. Zoological articles prepared under 
this scholar are, as a rule, presented in such a manner as to aid the 
reader in every possible way to grasp the essentials discussed. 

Methods of citing bibliography. — An important part of every article 
is the citation of other authors. Various methods are employed, but 
one surpasses all others for convenience and exactness. This system — 
which, unless we are mistaken, was originated at Harvard Univer- 
sity — consists in referring to a paper by its date following the name of 
the author, as Ward, 1899, Blanchard, 1901, etc., a complete bibli- 
ography being given at the end of the discussion. Another method 
consists in referring to papers by arbitrary numbers— 1, 2, 3, etc. — the 
numbers corresponding to those used in the list of papers usually 
printed at the end of the discussion. Still a third method consists in 
giving in a footnote the title of an article cited, when it is referred to 
for the first time, and in all subsequent references simply giving 
"I.e., p. 6," "I.e., p. 40," etc. 

The advantages of the first method are immediately apparent. As 
soon as the reader sees "Ward, 1899," he knows not only the author, 
but also the date of publication. After a little practice the reader 
becomes accustomed to recognizing all the more important works by 
their dates, thus saving both time and mental effort. Linnaaus, 1758; 
Gmelin, 1790; Rudolphi, 1819; Diesing, 1850, and numerous other 
cases, refer to certain standard works, which by this system would 
have the same index of citation in all publications. 

There are several objections to the second method. The numbers 1, 
2, 3, etc., simply refer to a list which the author gives, and they convey 
nothing to the mind except as an index to that list. Thus, in one paper, 
Dujardin's noted ' ' Histoire naturelle des helminthes," published in 1815, 
may be "1," in another paper "6," in another "10," etc. Nor is this 
all. It frequently occurs that at the last moment an author inserts a new 
reference, but fails to change the numbers either in his bibliography or 
his text. Under these circumstances the reader is misled by the figures 
1, 2, 3, etc. Such confusion does not arise by the first method, which, 
like the decimal system, may be expanded. "Rudolphi, 1819," 
remains "Rudolphi, 1819," no matter how many changes an author 
makes in his manuscript. 

As an example of a recent paper in which the second method is 
adopted, we may take Liihe's (1900) "Ergebnisse der neueren Sporo- 
zoenforschung." On pages 2 to 4 we find a bibliography, the papers 
of which are arranged alphabetical! y by authors and numbered 1 to 57; 
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on pages 22 to 27 is a second bibliography with papers numbered 1 to 
129; "No. 2" in the first bibliography is "No. 12" in the second, 
while "No. 15" in the first is "No. 68" in the second. Unnecessary 
mental and physical effort is thus expended by the reader who tries 
to follow the citations, and loss of time results. 

Nothing can be said in favor of the third system. To continually 
turn back pages to find out what the "1. c." is, often results in much 
loss of time and even erroneous conclusions. The system is to be 
strongly condemned as antiquated, exasperating, and almost worse 
than useless. 

The bibliography. — While many authors give a list of the papers to 
which they refer, it is a conservative estimate that 40 to 50 per cent 
of such references are either erroneous or incomplete, thus giving the 
reader endless trouble when he tries to verify the statements quoted. 
Among the most common faults met with may be mentioned the fol- 
lowing: 

(a) Authors quote and requote references from other writers with- 
out verifying them. The original errors are thus retained, and to 
these are added new typographic errors. 

(b) Often the name of an article is given without any indication as 
to where it was published. 

(c) The date of an observation or the date of the presentation of a 
paper to a society is frequently given instead of the date of publication. 

(d) Instead of quoting a title, some authors quote only some promi- 
nent word in the middle of the title. There is probably only one 

• thing in bibliography which is to be more condemned than this, 
namely, the custom of giving to a published article a new title because 
the original title does not appear to the quoter as appropriate. 
Another fruitful source of confusion is the translating of titles of 
articles or journals without giving the original. 

(e) The repaging of reprints from scientific journals is to be con- 
demned. Fortunately the European journals are rapidly abandoning 
this exasperating custom. Many of the medical journals, however, 
especially in America, still cling to this antiquated method, which ren- 
ders their reprints less valuable than they otherwise would be. The 
Johns Hopkins Bulletin has, fortunately, broken away from the cus- 
tom, and is now preserving the original pagination in reprints. It is 
to be hoped that other medical journals will soon follow this example, 
and thus cease to cause librarians, cataloguers, and readers to perform 
double work in referring to articles. 

As illustrating how confusion may arise from repaging reprints, 
we may take a recent paper by Reed, Carroll, Agramonte, and Lazear, 
entitled, "The etiology of yellow fever." This appears in vol. 5, 
no. 17, October 27, 1900, pp. 790-796, of the Philadelphia Medical 
Journal. The reprint contains no reference to the volume, number, 
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or pages of the original article, but is stated to come from the journal 
in question, published October 27, and is paged 1-18. While the 
Philadelphia Medical Journal is a prominent paper, its circulation is 
chiefly American. A European bibliographer who obtains the reprint, 
but does not have access to the original, will quote this paper as being 
18 pages in length; another author will know the original to be 7 
pages in length, and will search long in American medical literature 
for an 18-page article on the same subject by the same authors, assum- 
ing that the European bibliographer has made an error in citing the 
journal. This is not an exaggerated case. It is an example of cases 
whieh arise every day; but for some unknown and inscrutable reason 
our friends the publishers can with difficulty be induced to abandon 
this pernicious custom of repaging. 

(f) The abbreviations of titles of journals are often made in such a 
careless manner that it is impossible to recognize what they represent, 
and the same abbreviation may be adopted for two or three different 
serials. It is always best for an author to adopt the abbreviations used 
by some standard bibliography, such as the Index-Catalogue of the 

. Surgeon-General's Library or the Zoological Record, rather than to 
form a new set for his own use. 

(g) The failure to insert the place of publication of a journal fre- 
quently results in a loss of two or three days' time in tracing the original 
article. 

(A) Many authors, apparently imbued with a desire to save time, 
space, or ink, abbreviate in a most exasperating manner the names of 
authors whom they cite. Thus it is not rare to find a reference to 
"B.," "M.," or "R.," without the slightest indication as to who is 
meant. The pernicious custom of abbreviating authors' names should 
be abandoned. It is better to write IAnnwus than L. , Leuckart than 
Lkt., S. Blanchard, than R. Bl. 

Methods of numbering and publishing serials. — It would be well if 
all publishers would submit the titles of their serials to professional 
librarians for criticism. To discuss the numerous different methods 
adopted would be out of place in this catalogue, but attention may be 
directed to the following customs which have given us the greatest 
trouble: 

(a) A number of serials bear the dates of several years, as 1870-1875, 
without giving the year in which the volume or its parts were issued. 

(b) In perhaps the majority of cases of serials of societies in certain 
countries, it is impossible to determine whether a given volume was 
issued as a whole or in parts. 

(c) On many serials, the date and number appear only on the paper 
cover, and if this be lost there is great difficulty in establishing the 
missing data. 

(d) The attempt to establish independent series by simply issuing a 
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new cover for " separates " from scientific periodicals, is a method of 
publication which it would be well to avoid. While it may be pleasing 
to the pride of the laboratory or society so doing, it is confusing to 
those who consult the articles.

In abbreviations of names of serials we have followed as closely as 
possible those adopted in the Index-Catalogue of the Surgeon-General's 
Library, Washington, D. C, rather than those of the Zoological Rec- 
ord because we consider the former preferable. The abbreviations of 
the Zoological Record are in many cases so short as to necessitate 
continual reference to the key, a criticism which does not hold for 
those adopted by the Surgeon-General's Catalogue. 

At the end of the author catalogue there will be given a complete 
list of abbreviations used; in the meantime the following preliminary 
list of the more common abbreviations will meet the immediate neces- 
sities of the users of the catalogue:

etc. Bolton's abbreviations W a , W c , etc., are used to indicate the 
libraries in which the publications are found. As a rule, we have 
given only one library for each article, although many of the papers 
cited can be found in two or more libraries. 

[* * *] signifies that the paper is marked to be continued but the 
continuation has not been found. 

In the transliteration, and usually also in the translation of Russian 
and Japanese titles, we have followed the Index-Catalogue of the 
Library of the Surgeon-General's Office, Washington, D. C.
